No prosecution planned 


Water Dept. report 
released by town

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted in executive 
session Monday night to release 
full documentation of the nearly 
four year criminal investigation 
into the water and sewer 
department. Documents portray 
allegations of widespread 
wrongdoings within the department 
from 1986 to 1992 and effectively 
end the investigation - no 
prosecutions will result. 

In a summarizing report of the 
investigation to selectmen and 
Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Town Counsel Alan Altman 
outlines that the investigation 
reveals allegations including: 

* Violations of the public bidding 
laws ranging from $1,500 to 
$71,000. The largest benefactor 
here, according to the report, 
seems to be John E. Deloury 
Construction Co., Inc., of 
Andover, which pocketed a total of 
$77,382.80 for work on 14 jobs 
for the department. Wilmington 
Police Lt. Robert Spencer, the 
town's chief investigator for the 
case, states in the report that "the 
only job that [Deloury] apparently 
bid on was one that was done at the 
Shawsheen School 8-29-91 and he 
was paid $4,745. According to 
Spencer, Deloury is a "very close 
and personal friend of Arthur R. 
Smith, the Chairman ,of the 
Wilmington Water Commissioners 
[from 1988-1991]." 

* Favoritism involving 
renovations to the Brown's 
Crossing station, done im 1991, 
Altman, in his report, says the 
station was "labeled the ‘Shrine to 
the Oak Tree’ because of liberal 
use of oak materials" during 
renovations. Spencer's report 
shows that Mark A, Smith's 
Designer Comfort Systems, of 
Wilmington, received a contract - 
approved by the watcr and sewer 
commissioners and signed by 
Arthur Smith, Mark Smith's father 
- to install a dehumidifier for 
$4,980. Marine Dehumidification 
Co., of Peabody, offered the same 
unit, without installation, for 
$2,900; Cargocaire Engineering 
Corp., of Amesbury, proposed the 
installation of a different model for 
$4,190, while Central Cooling & 
Heating, Inc., of Woburn came in 
for another model, with 
installation, at $7,300. 

* Violations of the Wetlands 
Protection Act. According to a 
letter. to Spencer from 
Conservation/Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan, "... it appears that 
the installation of the 16" dual 
water mains in [the area of the 
Sargeant Treatment Plant off 
Woburn Street] was not properly 
permitted." 

© Established a petty cash fund 
through the illegal sale of scrap 
metal. Documents from Max 
Levine & Co., of Lowell, show 
that "Duggan Wilmington" 
received $263.90 in cash for 406 
Ibs. of brass on Sept. 9, 1990; and 
that "Town of Wilmington" 
received a check for $273 for 420 


Ibs. of copper on Aug. 27, 1991. 
That check was reportedly received 
by Town Accountant - Michael 
Morris. On the same day, however, 
according to Spencer, “is another 
transaction attributed to [then 
Water and Sewer Superintendent] 
Paul Duggan in the amount of 
$192.00 for 320 pounds of brass.” 
Neither this amount, nor the $273 
is on record at Town Hall. In an 
interview with Spencer on Oct. 25, 
1993, former water department 
employee Warren Murphy said that 
replaced water meters stripped and 
“turned in for junk" by Duggan 
and Mark Smith at Levine's, stating 
that they were paid cither by cash 
or check and that "the cash was put 
in the office ‘petty cash fund," 
though he did not witness the cash 
being placed in such a fund. 

* The purchase of a sophisticated 
surveyor's transit for $7,500 with 
town funds for private use. 
Spencer notes that "in spite of 
being informed by [Caira] that 
water department employee Bob 
Smith is not allowed to receive the 
transit, [Smith and Duggan) 
allowed Mr. Adams three days 
later to order this very piece of 
equipment.” 

* Asbestos removal. According 
to the investigation report, "Mark 
Smith, clerk of the Wilmington 
Water Department, told police 
investigators that Paul Duggan told 
him and two other employees to 
remove asbestos from a boiler at 
Brown's Crossing during the late 
80's.... The clerk said the 
Superintendent Paul Duggan took 
green plastic trash bags full of 
asbestos and deposited it in 
dumpsters throughout the town 
when they were done,” 

None of the aforementioned 
persons have been charged with 
any crime. 

Altman states in his report that 
"assuming the truth of the 
supporting documents it is my 
opinion that the investigation has 
demonstrated an apparent 
egregious breach of the public 
trust,” 

In the report, Altman endorses 
Police Chief Bobby Stewart's 
recommendation that "this case be 
closed with no further action." 

Not that Stewart is content with 
the way things stand. First the 
Middlesex County District 
Attorney's Office and then the 
attorney general's office declined 
to investigate further and to 
prosecute. 

Stewart was left with the choice 
of whether or not. to. pursue 
smaller cases stemming from the 
investigation in district court. He 
chose not to, deciding it "would be 
inappropriate considering that we 
would be unable to prosecute some 
of the more serious violations.” 

The district attorney's office 
decided it did not have the 
resources available to investigate 
the matter, though stated in a Nov. 


29, 1993 letter to Stewart "...you 
have uncovered sufficient evidence 
of criminal conduct to warrant an 
investigation.” The district 


attorney's office had earlier told 
police that the reorganization of 
the department beginning in 1992 
by the newly appointed Caira had 
corrected the problem and 
established safeguards against 
future impropricties; since the 
problem was being dealt with 
internally, no investigation was 
launched by the district attorney's 
office. 

In his report on the investigation, 
Stewart says his department was 
told by the attorney general's 
office "that although there was 
evidence to support the existence of 
technical violations of the 
procurement and bidding laws, 
their office was declining to 
prosecute the allegations due to 
‘insufficient’ resources and 
insurmountable evidentiary 
burdens." 

Those reasons are expounded 
upon in a Aug. 29, 1994 letter to 
Stewart from Criminal Bureau 
Chief R. Michael Cassidy. In the 
letter, Cassidy states that "... the 
value of such contracts [procured 
in violation of procurement and 
bidding laws] is not sufficient 
enough to justify the expenditure 
of resources....” 

The letter suggests that alleged 
violations of the department 
presented not so much financial 
burdens to the town but rather 
ethical dilemmas: "Morcover,” the 
letter continues, "the evidence 
which we reviewed failed to 
disclose any financial motive 
underlying such offenses or, more 
importantly, that the town suffered 
as a result of the same. Indeed, in 
each instance which we reviewed, 
it appeared that the work was 
completed in a timely and 
satisfactory manner.” 

Stewart, in his summary report, 
acknowledges Caira's_ re- 
organizational work as 
“appropriate and responsible,” but 
noted that in June of 1993, police 
were asked to investigate two 
incidents in which the town's water 
supply had been partially 
disrupted. 

"This department did establish 
that one of those incidents was a 
deliberate act, the closing of a gate 
valve on Shawsheen Avenue which 
shut off the water supply for an 
approximately one square mile 
area of the Town,” Stewart states 
in the report. , 

Stewart states in his report that 
"considering the information 
obtained along. with the incidents 
Which were being investigated 
strongly indicated that there was a 
concerted effort to remove the 
safeguards which had been put in 
place... The Police Department 
was of the opinion that attempts to 
put the Water and Sewer 
Department back the way it was 
would negate the conditions set by 
the District Attomey's Office and 
could result’ in criminal 
prosecutions. At this time, Stewart 
approached first the district 
attorney's and then the attorney 
general's offices with his concerns 
and was told there would be no 
prosecution at those levels. 


No third term for Bruce

Selectman Chester Bruce 
announced at the close of Monday's 
board meeting that he will not seck 
a third term this spring. 

"I believe you should take a break 
and let someone else step in there,” 
Bruce stated. 

Bruce, who is in his sixth year as 
a selectman, served last year as 
chairman of the board. Before 
being elected to the board, Bruce 
was a member of the conservation 
commission for 12 years, holding 
the chair for 11 of those years. 

Bruce, who said he may run for 
selectman in the future, indicated 
that for now he plans pursuing 


other interests, including spending 
time with his family. 

The absence of Bruce - who was 
expected to win easily should he 
have run - from the ballot this 
April will leave one more slot for 
the five candidates contending for 
Bruce's and Selectman Gerald 
Duggan's seats, 

In a reelection bid, Duggan will 
seck his second term; Tom 
Siracusa, who finished fourth in 
last year's tight race will give it 
another go; Housing Partnership 
Chairman and former selectman 
Mark Haldane will try to gain back 
his position; and police sergeant 
James Rooney, who lost by a mere 
35 votes to Selectman Robert Cain 


last April, rounds out the field - so 
far.. The deadline for submitting 
nomination papers is Monday, Feb. 
27, at the town clerk's office.

Caira finds money for school

"We have funded what you have 
requested us to do," Town Manager 
Michael Caira told the Town of 
Wilmington following his 
preliminary fiscal year 1996 budget 
at Monday night's board of 
selectmen mecting. 

The big request was for increased 
school spending and Caira came up 
with an even $1.1 mil. to bolster the 
Wilmington system's budget, plus 
$125,000 for Shawshcen Tech. The 
$1.1 million marks “the largest 
annual operating budget increase in 
the history of the School 
Department," according to Caira. 

"The fiscal year 1996 
recommended appropriation for the 
School Department exceeds the 
required appropriation mandated 
by the Education Reform Act by 
$508,161," Caira said as part of his 
presentation. “This figure is a clear 
and compelling indication of the 
town's commitment to the 
Wilmington School System." 

Caira was applauded by selectmen 
for his cooperation with the school 
system in preparing this’ year's 
budget as well as for what could 
become the biggest-news of the year 
- the long-awaited reopening of the 
Boutwell School; and, at least for 
now, without the need of an 
override - "This budget allows for 
the opening of the Boutwell School 
for the 1995-1996 academic year 
without the necessity of a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override," Caira 
stated. 

"And it was said all along that it 
could be done without an override, 
Selectman Chester Bruce, who has 
publicly opposed an override, said 
"And I'd like to congratulate all 
who said it could be done.” 

Selectman Robert Cain 
commended the professionalism of 
Caira's presentation. 

"The most immediate and critical 
problem confronting town 
government is the intolerable 
overcrowding in the Wilmington 

elementary schools,” Caira stated. 
"The town is obligated to provide a 
solid educational foundation for all 
of its young’ people. Every effort 
has been expended in the 
preparation of this budget to avail 
the School Department adequate 
funding for the opening of the 
Boutwell School.” 

In his report, Caira stresses that 
funds have been made available for 


“ie 


opening the Boutwell, but cuts may 
have to come in other areas. 

The continued improvement of 
the School Department is especially 
dependent upon a willingness to 
reallocate funds from salary 
accounts to textbooks, technology, 
curriculum improvements and new 
personnel,” Caira said. 

The puzzle could be solved 
Wednesday, Jan., 25, when 
Superintendent of Schools Dr 
Geraldine O'Donnell presents her 
budget to the school committce. At 
that time, al least, the two sides, who 
have enjoyed, a close working 
relationship according to Caira, will 
know how far apart they are. 

Caira, whose total budget nears 
$37 million and is $990,000 more 
than last year's, said the town must 
"recognize the need to maintain a 
conservative posture on spending by 
careful and deliberate allocation of 
the town's limited resources .. 
Town departments must continue to 
do more -with less if we are to 
maintain our property and capital 
equipment and at the same time 
meet the demands of a growing 
population.” 

And that is how Caira explains the 
ability of the town to reopen the 
Boutwell this year when last year it 
seemed impossible. 

"The town has remained 
conservative in both its approach to 
spending and in its forecast of 
revenues. Excess dollars in an 
appropriation account are not 
viewed independently from the 
community's cntire fiscal 
obligation. 


For example, in the current fiscal 
year, the town will benefit by a 
255,514 decrease in the county 
retirement assessment [from a bill 
engineered by Rep. James Miceli} 
This reduction is due to a revised 
funding schedule which will also ) 
reduce future year obligations. 

"Additionally, the town increased 
its fiscal year 1995 tax levy by 
nearly $300,000 more than was 
originally estimated. The increase 
was due to the aggressive 
implementation of a personal 
property assessment program. 

"The town wisely rejected the 
temptation to increase operational 
spending and instead chose to 
address outstanding Tfabilities. Most 
significantly was the town's ability 
to increase by nearly $370,000 its 
funding of unfunded overlay 
deficits providing the town with 
sufficient reserve to address 
long-standing abatement cases. This 
action negates the need to set aside 
funds for'prior year overlay deficits 
in fiscal year 1996, 

"In summary, the expanded levy 
as a result of 1995 new growth, the 
reduced county retirement 
assessment, the ability to address 
outstanding liabilities in fiscal year 
1995, the continuation of an austere 
operational spending pattern, the 
conservative forecasting of 
revenues and a better than average 
increase in projected lottery aid 
provides the town with greater 
flexibility in meeting its 1996 
funding obligations,” Caira stated.

Witch hunt on in Tewksbury

Last Wednesday when Bob Hooley 
met with Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Christine McGrath in a closed 
meeting to discuss the Tewksbury 
Football program, it took just one 
hour for a “Witchhunt,” call to start 
at the high school during classes. 

In the closed mecting, Hooley 
showed McGrath a Speak Out 
article which was published in the 
Tewksbury Advertiser just two 
weeks ago.. The Speak Out article, 
as with all appearing in the 
Advertiser, was not signed, but 
initialed, "J.T." McGrath read that 
article; and shortly thereafter, 
coincidentally, the "Witchhunt" at 
Tewksbury High School was on. 

The article had alleged what was 
wrong with the football program 
without going into specific detail. 
Approximately one hour after the 
meeting, according to Hooley, who 
claims he had eight calls stating that 
one of the assistant coaches, who is 
also a teacher, called several kids 
into his office to speak with them. 

At the office, the coach/teacher 
called in this past season's captains 
as well as this upcoming season's 
captains to find out who wrote the 
Speak Out article. The coach told 
one of the kids to read the article out 
loud and the coach started harassing 
the kids to find out who wrote the 
article. 

The coach persisted - using fear in 
his interrogation, according to the 
phone calls Hooley received - asking 
each of the captains individually if 
they thought "so-and-so" wrote it. 
The coach apparently was trying to 
get one player to rat on another or 
one friend on another - a claim that 
has been placed by a parent already. 

This interrogation went on for 
three days, lasting until Friday, 
when the coach would continue to 
call in the individuals cither one by 
one or as a group to find the answer. 

This writer first asked Tewksbury 
Athletic Director Mickey Sullivan 
about the situation on Monday 
January 23, afternoon. He claimed 
he had never heard about it . 

Also on Monday afternoon, this 
writer had asked the same question 
of Dr. McGrath. She too, denied 
any prior knowledge of what was 
going on. They both said if it were 


true, they were concerned and they 
would look into the matter. 

On Monday night, this writer 
asked the very same question to 
School Commitee Member Scott 
Consaul. He said he knew of the 
allegation from speaking to a parent 
on Sunday evening. He said he then 
placed a call to Dr. McGrath, asking 


her to look into the matter - that 
conversation was Sunday night 
while on Monday, McGrath claimed 
she knew nothing. 

“If it were true, there is no reason 
why a coach would interrogate a 
student or a student athlete. If that 
was the case I sure hope the 
superintendent would take the 


proper action,” Consaul said. 

"What a coincidence, that just one: 
hour after what was supposed to be; 
a closed meeting, there are coaches, 
interrogating kids right during, 
classes in school. I think something; 
is wrong here and something has to 
be done because that is‘tefinitley not 
right,” said Bob Hooley.

Instead of frigid Canadian arctic 
air over our heads, we are seeing a 
stream of warm, moist air coming 
all the way from the Pacific coast of 
Mexico, up along the Appalachians, 
and into the Gulf of Maine. That's 
an awfully long distance, making El 
Nifio a global effect, but showing us 
also that this planet is a complex, 
interrelated mechanism. 

Six years ago, during the winter 
of 1988-89, we saw an incredibly 
balmy winter, according to my so- 
called records. Local ponds still 
had some open water, in February, 
and a few old-timers told me they'd 
never seen such a thing. Open 
water in February! A Communist 
plot, to be sure. (We still had a 
Soviet Union back then, mind you.) 

This year, mere patches of open 
water would be a blessing for ice 
anglers. At least in the winter of 
88-89 we had safe ice on, the quieter 
bays, but this year, nothing. Not a 
scrap of ice to be seen around here. 
The lakes I've visited lately have 
ducks on them. 

Bulbs are starting to sprout in my 
yard. Lawns are green, instcad of 
brown, Last week, in fact, I had the 
temptation to roto-till my garden to 
geta jump on spring! That's awful! 
And the official start of spring is 
less than two months away! Winter

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Hormone replacement benefits women 


Nearly 100 women recently 
attended a lecture about 
menopause and hormone 
replacement therapy given by 
Gynecologist Walter Leonard, 
MLD. at the Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital. During the well attend- 
ed lecture, Dr. Leonard stated 
that there are many known ben- 
efits of hormone replacement 
therapy (HRT) for menopausal 
women, including the reduction 
of bone loss, which may lead to 
osteoporosis, and the reduction 
of the risk of heart disease. 

“Hormone replacement thera- 
py helps to alleviate many of the 
symptoms of menopause, as well 
as protects the body against 
heart disease and osteoporosis,” 
says Dr. Leonard. “Studies sug- 
gest that HRT reduces the risk 
of heart disease by as much as 
30-50 percent and also reduces, 
and in some cases, reverses the 
effects of osteoporosis.” 

Osteoporosis causes bones to 
become thin and susceptible to 
fractures. Both men and women 
may develop osteoporosis in 
later years, but women experi- 
ence accelerated bone loss dur- 
ing and immediately after 
menopause. “Post-menopausal 
women suffer from osteoporosis 
due to a lack of estrogen, which 
is crucial in helping the body to 
absorb ‘calcium from the blood 
into the bones,” says Dr. 
Leonard. 


Women are nine times more 
likely to suffer bone fractures 
from osteoporosis. This debili- 
tating condition causes 120,000 
hip fractures every year, which 
have become the leading cause 
of accidental death in women 
over 75 years of age. 

Estrogen deficiency has been 
proven to lead to increased risk 
of death from heart attack and 
stroke. While heart attacks are 
rare among pre-menopausal 
women, research shows that as

Bridges, again 

Secretary of Transportatior 
James J. Kerasiotes has 
announced that $534,535 have 
been set aside to replace 
Wakefield's old Cooper Street 
railroad bridge, through the 
Footprint Bridge Replacement 
Program, as part of a $410 mil- 
lion statewide road and bridge 
construction project. 

Although residents had asked 
at a public hearing in 1993 that 
the bridge be widened to include 
a pedestrian walkway, the state 
replacement program doesn’t 
make allowances for widening. 

According to state plans, as 
reported in the Wakefield edition 
of the “Daily Times Chronicle,” 
the arch of the bridge will sup- 
port the new superstructure 
which is expected to weigh less 
than the current structure, 
including a new concrete wall 

The bridge is 100 feet long 
with 65 feet spanning the rail 
road tracks. Sixty-five shoeless 
feet 

The good news is the replace- 
ment project requires no town 
money.
